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RULES, 



THE CONSTRUCTION AND INTERNAL 
ARRANGEMENTS OF THE PRISON. 



1. [Separate divisions of the prison for male and female prisoners, 
\\Qeo, 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 6, and s. 49. — 2 ^ 3 Vic, c. 56, s. 6, 

rule 3.] There shall be distinct divisions of the prison appropriated 
to male and female prisoners, f| as to prevent them from seeing, 
conversing, or holding any intercourse with each other. The locks 
and keys of the wards, cells, yards, &c., of the division for females 
shall be different from those of the wards, cells, yards, &c., of the 
division for the males. 

2. [Distinct wards for the several classes. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 49.] 
The several wards, cells, yards, &c., within the prison, shall be ap- 
propriated to distinct classes of prisoners; such wards, cells, and 
yards, being marked with alphabetical letters, according to the several 
classes prescribed by the rules of the prison. If the wards and cells 
appropriated to any class of prisoners should be crowded, while other 
wards and cells are unoccupied, the governor may use such spare 
room for prisoners of another class, provided the prisoners of differ- 
ent classes are prevented from associating together. 

3. IReception Cells. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, *. 10, rule 17.] There shall 
be a sufficient number of reception cells ; those appropriated to male 
prisoners to be distinct and apart from those appropriated to female 
prisoners. 

4. [Baths.— 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 49.] There shall be one bath or 
more for the cleansing and bathing of prisoners, when necessary. 

$. [Fumigating Oven. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 17.] There shall 
be a fumigating oven for the cleansing and disinfecting (when neces- 
sary) of clothes, linen or bedding. 

6. [Solitary Ccifo.— 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 49.] There shell ^^ ^icsv^As^- 
quate number of solitary cells for the leeepWoxv oi ^T«»ciw^\'a. ^^x^5s^^R.^^ 
to solitary confinement; from tY\e&e ceW^ VYvt Xi^^^vcv^ '^^J^^^^ v^.- 
moved during the day.

7. [Dark or refractory Cells. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 49.] There shs 
be an adequate number of dark or refractory cells for prisoners undi 
punishment for prison offences. 

8. [^Fisiting rooms. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 10, rule 16.] There shall t 
one or more visiting rooms for visitors to prisoners ; the space a 
lotted to the visitors is to be divided from that allotted to the pi 
soner, so as to prevent the reception of prohibited articles. 

9. [Air and exercise.—^ Geo, 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 20, and s. 49.— 
and 3 Vic. c, 56, s. 4.] Proper yards shall be provided for air ar 
exercise. 

10. [Infirmaries. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 49.] Separate rooms shall I 
provided as infirmaries or sick wards for the two sexes, and as far j 
practieable for the different descriptions of prisoners. 

11. [Chapel. — ^4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 49.] There shall be a chapel i 
arranged that male and female prisoners may be effectually screenc 
from each other, and so thut the several classes of prisoners may I 
separated as fer as practicable. ^ 

12. [Cell Furniture,— 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 18.] Each sleepin 
cell shall be provided with a bedstead or hammock, with suitab 
bedding, with night buckets and covers, and with other necessaj 
conveniences. 

13. [Prison cleansing. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 19.] There sha 
be constantly provided a sufficient supply of mops, brooms, brushe 
&c., for cleansing the wards, passages, and cells ; regular arrange 
ments shall be made for the daily removal of dust and ashes, and f< 
emptying the night buckets, for the washing and stoning of tl 
floors, cells, and passages, for the frequent cleansing and fumigatir 
of the reception cells, bedding &c., and for fumigating the prison : 
case of infectious disorders. There shall be stated seasons for scrapir 
and lime-washing the walls and ceilings of the prison. 

14. [Prisoners* personal cleanliness.— 4 Geo, 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 19 
There shall be an adequate supply of 'wash and foot tubs, and < 
water, soap, towels, and combs, for the use of the prisoners. 

15. [Warming the prison. — 2 and 3 Vic, s. 4.] Arrangements sha 
be made for the proper warming of the cells and other apart men 
of the prison. Thermometers shall be distributed through the pr 
son; their number and places shall be determined by the visitin 
justices. 

16. Ventilation and drainage.— 4 Geo, 4, c. 64. s. 49. — 2 and 3 n 
s. 4.] Arrangements shall be made for the proper ventilation an 
drainage of the prison.

18. [Repairs. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64.J There shall be regular periodical 
irveys of all prison buildings by the county surveyor, or other pro- 
ir officer ; and regular reports are to be made to the visiting jus- 
ces as to the condition of the buildings, and the repairs which may 
i necessary. 



VISITING JUSTICES.* 

19. ^Appointment of Justices.— ^ Geo. 4, c. 64, 8. 16.] At each 
►urt of quarter sessions three or more justices are to be appointed 
i visit the prison during the ensuing quarter. The visiting justices 
lould meet at the prison on the (day) in the week next 

ter the quarter sessions, unless it is otherwise ordered at such ses- 
Dns. They should take into coj^gideration the report made by their 
edecessors, and the orders o^che quarter sessions thereon; and 
ake convenient arrangements for securing a frequent visiting of the

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prison, and a gtneral meeting of the Tisiting justices at least once a 
month. At such meetings it will be proper for them to viait the 
Mveral wards, cells, infirmaries, yards, solitary or punishment ceUi, 
and other apartments or divisions of the prison, and inquire of eacb 
prisoner (at such time and in such manner as they may think fit), 
whether he has any complaint to malce. They should also inspect 
the several journals, registers, and books of the prison, and give sud 
directions respecting the provisions to be supplied to the prisoners n 
they may deem necessary. 

20. ITo acqitaint themselves with Acts of Parliament and prison 
rules.'] They are to acquaint themselves with the provisions of the 
several Acts of Parliament relating to prisons, and with the ad- 
ditional rules in force in the prison, as well as with the duties of the 
officers ; and strictly enforce on the different officers the necessity of 
a due execution of their duties, as laid down by the rules. 

21. [Fines for omission or neglect of duty."} They may regulates 
scale of fines, to be levied by the governor upon the subordinate 
officers, for negligence in the performance of duties: the fines so 
levied to form a fund for the relief ^subordinate officers in sickness. 

22. [To cattse certain rules to be printed and suspended in the 
prison.'] They are, from time to time, to cause such of the rules as 
relate to the treatment and conduct of the prisoners to be printed in 
legible characters, and to be fixed up in conspicuous parts of the pri- 
son, so that every prisoner may be enabled to have access to them. 

23. [Officers may be suspended^-^ Geo, 4, c. 64, s. 25.] All officers 
may be suspended by the visiting justices ; but their dismissal must 
be by the same authority by which they were appointed. 

24. [Meetings of t^isiting justices. '•^^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 16, 17, 39, 
42.] They are at every meeting to examine into the state of the 
buildings, the behaviour and conduct of the respective office^, the 
classification, separation, inspection, hard labour, employment, treat* 
ment, health, diet, instruction, moral improvement, and behaviour of 
the prisoners ; also into the amount and disposal of their earnings, 
the expenses attending the prison, all abuses within the same, and 
any improvement which may appear practicable ; and take cognizance 
of such matters as they may think fit. 

25. [Forthtcith io attend to certain reports.] They are to attend to 
any report in writing which any of them may receive from the gover- 
nor, chaplain, or surgeon, as to the mind or body of any prisoner 
being hkely to be injured by the discipline or treatment to which he 
is subjected ; and will give such directions thereon as they may deem 
expe(Uent, reporting the same to the next court of quarter-sessions.

27. [Order the dUiributim of 6ooA».— 2 and 3 Fie, c. 56, «. 6, rule 
8.] They arc to direct such books as they think proper to be diatij^ 
buted for the use of the prisoners who do not briong to the «stttb* 
lished church; and examine books sent in for the use of such 
prisoners, and reject such as they deem improper. 

26. [Employment of prisoners. ^-4: Geo. 4, c. 64t s. 10, rules 5, 8* 
B. 37, 38.-6 Geo. 4, e, 85, s. 16, 17.— 5 Geo. 84, c. 4, a. 18.— 2 ami 
3 Vic. c. b6, s. 17.] They are to see that materials and proper imple^ 
ments are provided for the anployment of defatXMrs, «fld prisoofn 
before trial, wbo may be willing to work, and for these sentenced to 
imprisonment only ; and that employment be provided for those ami' 
tenoed so hard labour, when not employed on ^ the tread\idieel, at the 
cranck, -pump, or other hard labour. Prisoners under sentence or 
order of traasportation, or prisoners against whom sentenee of dealii 
has been recorded, may be kept to hard labour if their health 
permit. 

29. [Enter into contract for employment of prisoners."] They may 
enter into contracts for the employment of prieonert in any work or 
trade within the prison. 

30. [Authorize employment of prisoners in the service of the prison. 
—4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rtUe 6. — 2 and 3 Vic. e. 56, s. 6 rule 4.] They 
may authorize any prisoner to be employed withiii the prison in the 
service of the prison, but not in the discipline of the prison, or in the 
service of any officer, or in the service or instruction of any other 
prisoner. 

31. Report good conduct. ^-^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 16.] They may report 
the particular good conduct of any prisoner to the justices at quarter- 
sessions wbo may recommend such prisoner to the royal mercy ; and 
in case such prisoner be discharged, the visiting justices may order te 
be gtven to htm, together with necessary clothing, a «um not ie«e 
than five shiUings, and not more than twenty shillings. 

32. [Order small sums for ditckarged prisoners .-^-4 Om. 4, c. 64« s. 
35, 39. — 5 Geo. 4, c. 85, t. ^2.] They may order to be paid to any pri« 
■oner discharged, and unable to defray the expenses of his return 
home, some moderate sum of money, or give him a pass if they 
think fit. 

33. [Enter into contract.] They will, as far as practicable, invite 
competition" in supplying the prison with different articles by public 
advertisement or tender ; and enter into such contracts for any period 
not exceeding twelve months^ as they deem sjix\%»2ck\&. 

34. [Not order works wUhmit authorittj of quarter ^^'"^^^S^s 
are not to incur any expense exceeding ^av«^o&*^^ 
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the authority of the justices in quarter-sessions assembled, UQlessj 
absolutely necessary. 

35. ^Examine and sign accounts."] They will examine all bills andl 
accounts ; and, if satisfied that they are made out and prepared asj 
directed, and are correct, will certify the same. 

36. [Make a report to quarter-sessions. — 4 Geo, 4, c. 63, s, 23.] At 
every quarter-sessions they are to make a report in writing of thel 
state and condition of the prison buildings, inclosing a certificate byl 
the country surveyor, or other proper officer, to the same effect, dated] 
within one week of the sessions ; which certificate is to contain 
report not only as to all buildings within the boundary wall, but 
to all buildings, walls, fences, drains, sewers, and other property 
longing to the prison outside the boundary wall, and as to aU en« 
croachments affecting the county premises. They are also to make 
a report of such repairs, additions, or alterations, as shall have been 
made or may be required, and of any abuses which they may have 
observed, or of which they may have received information, relative to 
the conduct of the officers, the management of the prison, or the 
general state of the prisoners as to health, morals, discipline, im- 
provement, instruction, employment, hard labour, earnings, and 
observance of the rules. 

37. [JVhen immediate removal of prisoners is necessary, the visiting 
jtutices may order the «ame.— 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 52, 53.] In case d 
contagious disease, or any other emergency (when an order from tlie 
justices in sessions cannot be obtained), the visiting justices may, 
with the consent of the sheriff, issue an order, under their hands and 
seals to remove the prisoners to some other prison, or place of con* 
finement, within the county ; and will lay such order before the next 
quarter-sessions. 



38. [Punishment of refractory prisoners by visiting justices. — 4 Gea. 
4, c. 64, s. 42.--4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 12. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, 
s. 6, rule 6.] In case any criminal prisoner shall be guilty of any 
repeated offence against the rules of the prison, or shall be guilty of 
any greater offence than the governor is empowered to punish, a 
visiting justice, or other justice of the county, may enquire on oath, 
and order the offender to be punished by close confinement for any 
term not exceeding one month, or by personal correction in the case 
of prisoners convicted of felony or sentenced to hard labour. In 
cases of urgent and absolute necessity, such justice may, by an order 
in writing, direct prisoners to be kept in irons; such order to specify 
the cause thereof, and the time during which the prisoner is to be 
kept in irons. 

39. [Any justice may visit the prison and report abuses. — 4 Geo. 4, 
c. 64, 5. 17.] Any justice of the county may visit the prison, and 
make any remarks which he may think proper in the visiting justices* 
minute-book, for the consideration of the visiting justices, or may re- 
port any abuses to the quarter-sessions. 
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10. [_How far the power may extend when pnsoners are committed to 
se confinement. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 18.] A visiting justice may see 
Y person committed by lawful authority to close confinement, and 
y hear or receive any representation from him as to his treatment, 
i inquire into the same ; but is not to converse, or hold any inter- 
irse or other communication unconnected therewith. 

41. [Visiting justices' minute-book."] They will keep a book, to be 
led " The Visiting 'Justices* Minute-Book,*' in which are to be 
tered all visits and observations made by them, either individually 
collectively : the minutes of each meeting to contain the" names of 
i visiting justices present, and to be signed by the chairman, and 
pt in the prison.

12. [Fisiting justices' order-book.'] They will keep a book, to be 
led ** The Visiting Justices' Order-Book," in which are to be entered 
orders by the visiting justices. 



GENERAL RULES. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

13. llnsane prisoners. — See 3 and 4 Vic, c. 54.] All insane prisoners 
ill be removed from th^ prison as speedily as the law will allow. . 

44. [Spirits and tobacco prohibited. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, Rule 
Every order of the surgeon for the admission of spirituous liquors 

tobacco into the prison shall be in writing, and shall be entered by * 
n in his journal ; and no tobacco, in any shape, shall be admitted for 
i use of any prisoner, (except debtors and misdemeanants of the first 
'ision,) except in such quantities, in such manner, and at such 
aes, as shall be ordered in writing by the surgeon. 

45. [Wine, beer, 8^c. prohibited. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, Rule 21. — 
e rules 248, 269, 307.] No wine, beer, cider, or other fermented li- 
or, shall be admitted for the use of any prisoner without a written 
ler of the surgeon, specifying the quantity, and for whose use ; ex- 
pt in the case of debtors, prisoners for trial or examination, or mis- 
meanants of the first division ; and then only in such manner and 
antities as hereinafter provided. 

46. [Notice about prohibited articles. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s^ 40. — 6 Geo. 
c. 80, s. 137. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 22.] A notice-board shall be 
Lxed in some conspicuous place near the entrance gate, and in the 
vemor's office, cautioning persons from bringing spirits^ tobacco, or 
her prohibited articles into the prison, and of their being liable to 
Dairies for so doing. 

4 7 . [Gaming prohibited, — 4 Geo. 4, c. ^4, a. \^, ruXe TlT^ ^tasSssiJ^ 
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of every kind is prohibited in the prison ; and the governor is to seize 
and destroy all dice, cards, and other instruments of gaming. 

48. [Dogs, Sfc.t not to be kept.] No dogs (except for security,) shall 
be kept in the prison; nor any poultry, pigeons, pigs, or rabbits. 

49. [Rubbish, Sfc] No trees shall be allowed to grow against the 
outer walls, and no] rubbish or other articles shall be hdd against 
them ; and no tools or implements of any kind likely to facilitate 
escape shall be left exposed in the garden, or elsewhere, during the 
night. 

50. [Bills to be sent in quarterly.] All tradesmen shall be required 
to send in their bills to the governor in suflScient time before the 
quarter-sefesions, to admit of their being carefully examined. Bills re- 
specting repairs are to be transmitted by the governor to the county 
surveyor, or other proper officer, who shall certify as to the reason- 
ableness of the charges, and return them in due time to the governor 
for the examination of the visiting justices who are not to allow any 
such bills without such certificate. 



61. [Abstract of the rides to be suspended in the pmon.— 4 Geo. 4, 
c. 64, s. 36. — Table of gifts, 8fc.] An abstract of such of the rules as 
relate to the conduct and treatment of prisoners shall be printed in 
legible characters, and a copy shall be suspended in the visiting jus- 
tices' room, the governor's office, and in each cell and ward. A table 
containing a statement of all gifts, legacies, and bequests for the 
benefit of the prisoners shall in like manner be suspended in the visit- 
ing justices* room and governor's office, and some other open place to 
which the prisoners have resort.

52. [Inquests. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 24, and 9. 11.] In case 
the coroner shall hold an inquest on the body of any prisoner who 
may have died within the prison, no prisoner or officer of the prison 
shall be a juror on such inquest. 



GENERAL RULES. 

OFFICERS. 

53. [Appointment of superior officers. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 25, 28, 33. 
— 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 15.] There shall be for every prison a gover- 
nor, chaplain, and surgeon ; and in every prison in which female 
prisoners shall be confined, a matron. 

The governor, (except the governor of the common gaol,) chaplain^ 
surgeon, and matron, are to be appointed from time to time by the 
court of guarter'Sess'ions. 

54, [Appointment of subordinate oj^ers,— 4 Geo. 4, c. ^, «. ^M\ 
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Subordinate officers are to be recommended by the visiting juBtices, 
and appointed by the court of quarter-sessions. 

55. {^Sufficient number of suborcUnate officers. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 25.] t' 
There should be a sufficient number of subordinate officers (viz. male 
and female awarders, schoolmasters and schoolmistresses, watchmen 
and porters) for effective superTision by day and by nigfat. 

5C. [Death, Sfc. vf tuperior officers.'} In the case of the death, resig- 
nation, or removal of any of the superior officers, the visiting justices 
shall nominate a person to fill the vacant office until the appointment 
of a permanent officer by the propa: authorities. 

57. [Superior officers to have prison Acts.} The superior officers 
shall be pro'x'ided with copies of all Acts of Parliament in force which 
relate to any part of their duties, or to the management of prisons, or 
the treatment- of the prisoners ; aikl with a copy jof the rules in force in 
the prison. Subordinate officeiip shall be supplied wiih copies of such 
portions of the Acts and of the rules as relate to the several duties 
required of them. 

58. [Officers to conform to acts and rules^ All officers shall strictly 
conform to the provisions of such Acts and rules, and to any addi- 
tional regulations made by competent authority. 

59. [Officers to have no occupation unconnected with the prUsn.} Ko 
officer, excepting the surgeon or chaplain (as hereinafter provided,) 
shall have any occupation unconnected with the prison. 

00. [No gratuities nor interest in contracts, ^e^— -55 Geo. 3, c. 50.—* 
4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 1. — 2 and 3 Vic. c, 56, nUet 1 and 7.] No 
officer, nor any person in trust for or employed by him, shall have any 
benefit or advantage from the supply, loan, or letting of tmy article, 
or dealing with any prisoner ; nor shall any officer, directly or in- 
directly, have any interest in any contract or agreement for the supply 
uf the prison ; nor shall any officer be allowed any wages, per centage, 
or profit in money, or otherwise, in respect to the work performed by 
any prisoner ; nor shall any money, food, perquisite, or gratuity of any 
kind, under the name of ** garnish," or under any name or pretence 
whatever, be taken or received from any prisoner on his entrance into 
the prison, or from any person on his account, or at any other time. 
And no officer shall receive any money, fee, or gratuity of any kind, 
on or for the admission of any visitors to &e prison or to the 
prisoners, or at any other time. 

61. [To direct attention of the surgeon to particular piisoners.} The 
officers are to direct attention of the surgeon to any prisoner who may 
appear to them not in health, although he may not complain ; or 
vvhose state of mind may appear to them deserving of the aux^gKoo!^ 
special notice and care. 

€2. [Punishments by governor or justtcw.— ^ G*^^'^* ^^^"^^^'^^ 
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rule 4.] No punishments or privations shall beawarded except by the 
governor or visiting or other justice ; such punishments in all cases to 
be recorded in the governor's journal, and when awarded by a visitiDg 
\i justice to be also entered in the visiting justices* order-book. 

63. [Officers to attend divine service.'] The officers shall punctually 
attend divine service in the chapel with the prisoners whenever it be 
performed ; in case of absence, when the permission of a visiting jus- 
tice cannot be obtained, the absence and cause thereof are to be stated 
in the governor's journal. 

64. [Female officers to attend female prisoners, 8fc. — 4 Oeo. 4, c. 64, 
s. 10, nUes 2, 3, 7. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, *. 6, rule 3.] Female ofi&cers 
shaU in all cases attend female prisoners ; they only are to search fe- 
male prisoners, or female visitors to prisoners. They thall always 
attend male officers and visitors on their visits to the female prison. 
They are to retain the keys of the wards, yards, and cells, allotted to 
female prisoners, the locks of which are to be different from those se- 
curing the wards, yards, and cells, allotted to male prisoners. In the 
absence of a female officer some other female (not being a prisoner) is 
to discharge her duties, and the employing of her is to be inserted in 
the governor's journal an^reported to the visiting justices. 

65. [Stispension of officers,— -4 Geo. 4, c.64, s. 25.] Any officer may 
be suspended by the visiting justices ; and dismissed by the authority 
which appointed. 

^6. [Officers' uniform.'] All subordinate officers employed in the 
discipline of the prison shall wear a plain uniform of such description 
and materials as the visiting justices may direct, and shall pay strict 
attention to cleanliness of person and dress. 

67. [Reports to be made in writing.] All reports made by officers 
shall be in writing ; and each officer shall, at a certain and stated hour 
every morning, report the condition of his department to the governor, 
and in all cases of misconduct or emergency, shall report without 
delay. 



THE GOVERNOR. 

68. [ShaU reside, 8fc. — 55 Geo. 3, c. 50. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 
1 .—2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, rule 1 .] The governor is to reside in the 
prison ; he is not to be under-sheriff or bfdlifr, nor concerned in any 
occupation or trade ; he is not to sell or let, (nor any person in trust 
for him to sell or let,] or have any benefit or advantage from the sale 
or letting of, any article to, or dealing with any prisoner ; he shall not 
let for hire to any person any room or portion of the residence allotted 
to him in the gaol, nor any room or ground belonging to the gaol ; he 
shaU not directly or indirectly have atvy \Ti^«e«\. m wvi <icy5>to»RX. <ix 
agreement for the supply of the prison ; not %\i«3\\v^>cv'»Nt i^x >d:\% <ywv 
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use, or that of any other person, any dealings with any tradesman 
supplying the prison. 

69. \_May appoint a deputy governor. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 7.] 
With the approbation of the visiting justices, he is to appoint an 
officer of the prison to act as deputy-governor, whenever he shall be 
necessarily absent from the prison : and during such necessary absence 
of the governor, the deputy- governor is to have all the power and 
duties of governor of the prison. Before leaving the prison, the go- 
vernor will personally give the charge of the prison to the deputy- 
governor. If absent for more than four hours, the governor must 
record the absence in his journal. 

70. [Not to be absent without leave.'] He shall not be absent from . 
the prison for a night, without permission in writing from, a visiting 
justice ; and his leave of absence, together with the name of the visit- 
ing justice granting it, shall be entered in his journal. In case of ab- 
sence for a night from unavoidable necessity, he shall state the absence, 
and cause of it, in his journal. He shall not permit any person to 
sleep in the apartments of any other officer in the prison, without 
written permission from a visiting justice; nor shall he permit any 
servant of an officer, nor any person (not an officer of the prison) to 
have any intercourse or communication with any prisoner, except as 
permitted by the prison rules. 

71. [May suspend subordinate (ifficers.]. In case of misconduct, he . 
shall have power to suspend any subordinate officer ; but shall report c 
the particulars to the nearest visiting justice, who may continue th g 
suspension until the next meeting of the visiting justices, when th e 
case is to be decided by them. 

72. [His conduct."] He ought to exercise his authority with firn i, 
ness, temper, and humanity ; abstain from all irritating laaguage, ai id 
not strike a prisoner. He must enforce similar conduct on the su b- 
ordinate officers. 

73. [His journal. — 4 Oeo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 4,] He is to keei .) a 
journal for recording all punishments inflicted by his authority, or b^ 
that of a visiting or other justice, the day when such punishme nts 
shall have taken place, and the cause thereof. He is also to re^ )ort 
therein all occurrences of Importance within the prison, particul irly 
such as relate to the health, discipline, or employment of the prison .ers, 
or to the infringement (from whatever cause) of any of the pr jsoh 
rules. His journal shall be laid before the justices at quarter-sessi otis. 

74. [Acquaint himself with acts of parliament and prison ruh ^. 

4 Geo. 4, s. 10, rule 6.] He shall acquaint himself with the 
Acts of parliament relating to the prison, and with the p rison 
rules; and shall strictly adhere to them, and be responsibL » <<:s^

He shall visit and inspect every ward, cd]» 
yard, and division of the prison, and see every prisoner once at least 
in every twenty-four hours ; and when visiting the females' prison he 
shall be attended by the matron, or some other female officer ; or if 
til ere is no other female officer, by some other female (not b^ng a 
prisoner) to be employed for that purpose ; and the employing of her 
is to be stated in the governor's journal and reported to the visiting 
justices ; and in default of such daily visits and inspections he shaU 
state in his journal how far he has omitted them, and the cause of 
such omission. He shall at least once during the we^ go through 
the prison at an uncertain hour of the night, which visit, with the 
hour and state of the prison at the time, be shall record in his journal.

78. [Search prisoners on admission.] He, or an officer, shall search 
svt ST male prisoner, on his admission, excepting debtors ; and etfter 
thi i prisoner has been examined and passed by the surgeon, the 
go\ Wmor shall dispose of him according to the appointed rule of 
sep aration or classification.

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time to time may be sent to the prison for his use : he shall take 
charge of such money, clothes, and other effects, for safe custody 
only, and for the purpose of being restored as directed by one or 
more of the visiting justices ; or (in the case of misdemeanants of the 
first division) as directed by the rules for that class ; deductions being 
first made for any wilful damage done by the prisoner to prison pro- 
perty, or to defray the cost of his maintenance before trial if he 
maintains himself, or to defray the cost of the prisoner's defence, if 
rec[uired by the prisoner. 

80. [Read certain rules to the pjisoners.'] He shall read, or cause to 
be read, to every prisoner on his admission, such of the rules as relate 
to the conduct and treatment of prisoners ; and once in every three 
months to repeat the same. 

81. [Attend divine service.} He shall attend divine service in the 
prison chapel whenever it is performed, unless prevented by some 
duty ; inserting in his journal the omission and the cause thereofl 
He shall see that the subordinate officers and prisoners attend, unless 
prevented by illness, or excused by prison regulation. He shall daily 
deliver, or cause to be delivered, to the chaplain, a list of the names 
of officers and prisoners absent from chapel, with a statement of the 
causes of their absence ; the list to be signed by the governor. He is 
to observe the conduct of the subordinate officers ; and take special 
care that the behaviour of the prisoners in chapel is proper and 
orderly, and that any impropriety is repressed. 

82. [Attend the distribution of food."] He shall attend, or take care 
that the deputy governor or principal warder attends, at each distri- 
bution of food to the prisoners ; and shall cause any article of food to 
be weighed or measured, if required by a prisoner to do so. 

83 . [See that the prisoners have labour and employment. --A Geo. 4, 
c. 64, s. 10, rule 5, and s. 37, 38. — 5 Geo. 4, c, 85. *. 16, 17.] He 
shall take care that the prisoners sentenced to hard labour are regu- 
larly so employed : when any of them are excused by the surgeon 
from performing it, the governor shall provide some other employ- 
ment. He shall provide employment for other convicted prison eii% 
and for such prisoners before trial as are willing to be employed, as 
far as can be done. No prisoner not sentenced to hard labour shall 
be placed on the tread- wheel either with or without his consent. 

84. [To keep certain prisoners to hard labour.-- 5 Geo. 4, c. 84, «. 18. 
— 2 and 3 Ftc. c. 56, s. 17.] After sentence of transportation on a pri- 
soner, or judgment of death recorded, the governor shall apply to a 
visiting justice for an order to put such prisoner to hard labour.

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86. [Discharge of prisoners. — 5 and 6 Will. 4, c. 'SS, s. 12.] Before 
any prisoners under the age of twenty-one years are discharged, he 
will inform their relatives and friends (if there are any, whose names 
and residence he can ascertain), on what day and at what time the 
prisoner will be discharged, that they may have the opportunity of 
attending to receive the prisoner when discharged from prison. All 
prisoners whose terms of imprisonment expire on a Sunday are to be 
discharged on the Saturday next preceding. 

87. [Power of the governor of a prison to punish certain offences. — 
4 Geo, 4, c. 64, 5. 41.] He has power to hear all complaints touching 
any of the following offences : that is to say,— disobedience to the 
rules of the prison ; common assaults by one prisoner upon another ; 
profane cursing and swearing ; indecent and irreverent behaviour at 
chapel by prisoners ; absence from chapel without leave ; and idleness 
or negligence in work, or wilful damage or mismanagement of it, by 
any prisoner under charge or conviction. He is to examine any 
person touching such offences and may determine thereupon ; and he 
may punish all such offences by ordering any oflfender to close con- 
finement in a refractory or solitary cell and by keeping such o£fender 
upon bread and water for any term not exceeding three days ; and he 
shall report any repetition of such offences, or any of a worse cha- 
racter, to the visiting justices. 

88. [Irons. — 6 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 12. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, 
rule 6.] He shall put no description of iron on a prisoner, except in 
cases of absolute necessity ; and shall enter in his joumaJ full par- 
ticulars of every such case, and give notice thereof forthwith to a 
visiting justice. He shall not continue any iron on a prisoner longer 
than twenty-four hours, without an order in wri'ihig from a visiting 
justice specifying the cause thereof, and the time during which the 
prisoner is to be ironed. 

89. [Visit prisoners in solitary confinement.'} He shall, at least once 
each day, visit every cell in which a prisoner is confined in solitary 
and separate confinement either by order of court, the rules of the 
prison, or for breach of prison discipline ; and he shall see that such 
cells are kept in a clean, aired, and wholesome state. 

90. [Deliver to chaplain and surgeon lists.'] He shall daily deliver 
to the chaplain and surgeon lists of such prisoners as are placed in 
solitary or separate confinement, and of those under punishment ; and 
to the surgeon a list of such as complain of illness, or are removed to 
the infirmary, or confined to their cells by illness ; and he shall notify- 
to the surgeon the illness of any prisoner. 

He[shall 
obey the written directions of the surgeon for the supply of any addi- 
tional bedding, clqthing, or particular diet, or other article, v^ich the 
surgeon may deem necessary for any sick prisoner under his care ;

articles ordered, SLXid the times of use. The aevexiV«rtie\e&^Q o\^«t%d. 
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shall, as far as practicable, be furnished by contract, or obtained from 
such tradesmen as the visiting justices may direct ; and the governor 
shall lay all such orders of the surgeon, together with the contractor's 
or tradesmen's accounts for the supply of the same, before the visiting 
justices at their ordinary meetings. 

92. [To obey the directions of the surgeon as to discipline.'] He shall 
obey the written directions of the surgeon respecting the alteration 
of discipline or treatment of any prisoner whose mind or body 
appears to the surgeon injuriously affected by the prison discipline ; 
and shall report them in writing to one or more of the visiting 
justices. 

93. [To direct the attention of the chaplain and surgeon to particular 
prisoners.'] He shall call the attention of tjie chaplain and surgeon to 
any prisoner whose state of mind or body appears to require their 
attention ;' and if it appear that the mind or body of any prisoner is 
injuriously afifected by discipline or treatment, shall make such change 
therein as he may think necessary, and report the same, in writing, 
to one or more of the visiting justi<^s for directions thereon, entering 
such report in his journal. 

94. [Order for admission to prisoners dangerously ill.] Any near 
relation or friend may be allowed to see a prisoner dangerously ill, 
under an order, in writing signed by the governor and surgeon, if 
they consider such visit advisable, and the prisoner. requests it; such 
order to be entered in the governor's journal and order-book. 

95. [To obey directions as to cleaning afid lime-washing. — 4 Geo. 4, 
s. 10, rules 17, 19.] — He shall see carried into effect the written 
direction of the surgeon for separating prisoners labouring under 
infectious complaints, or suspected thereof; ar I for cleansing, disin- 
fecting, and limewashing any apartment occupied by such prisoners ; 
and for washing, disinfecting, fumigating, or destroying any foul or 
suspected apparel. 

96. [To attend corporal punishments.] He shtdl attend together 
with the surgeon, all corporal punishments ''•-rijAted within the prison; 
and he shaU enter in his journal the number \fsi lashes givsn, and any 
orders which the surgeon may give on such occasions for the post- 
ponement or omission of any part of the punishment. 

97. [Punishment for carrying spirituous liquors into prison, fine and 
forfeiture,— 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 40. — 6 Geo. 4, c. 80, s. 134.] He may 
seize any person bringing in any spirituous or fermented liquor con- 
trary to the rules, or carrying into the prison, or attempting by 
throwing, over the walls or by other means to introduce into the 
prison any letters, tobacco, or other articles not allowed by the rules, 
and may take the perso ^so offending before a justj(^.

He 
shall keep an inventor}' of the different furniture and moreahle pnh 
perty belonging to the county in the prison, and shall lay it, with his 
accounts, quarterly before the visitiog justices. He shall aleo keep a 
catalogue of all books and printed papers alk>wed to be brought ioto 
the prison. « 

100. [Enter benefactions in his journal.'] He shall enter in hk 
journal a statement of any donations, benefactions, &c., handed 
over to him for the use of the prison, and the mode of their 
application. 

101. [To attend quarter sessions, and make report. '•^4 G^o. 4, c. 64* 
s. 14.] He is to make a report, in writing, of the actual state ani 
condition of the prison, and of the numbier and description of pd- 
soners, to the justices at every general or quarter-aessions, and shal 
attend there to answer the inquiries of the justices, with respect to 
the state and condition of the prison and of the prisoners, or with 
respect to any other matters relating thereto. 

102. [To make certain returns. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 19.] Previouilf 
to the first day of every assize or sessions of gaol deliyery he is to 
maJke a return, in writing, of all parsons in his custody who have 
been sentenced to hard labour at any previous assizes or sessions, 
specifying the manner in which such sentences have been carried 
into execution, the particular species of labour in whidi aadh prisoners 
have been employed, and the average number of hours in a day for 
which such persons so sentenced have been kept to work, which 
return shall be signed by him, and also by one at least of the riaiting 
justices who wUl add such observations as the case may appear to 
require ; and such return shall be delivered to the justice of assise 
and gaol deliver}'.

106. [To keep certain books and journals."] He shall duly keep and 
make the proper entries in the several books, journals, and accounts 
hereinafter required of him (see rule 303) • He shall fill up a weekly 
return of the prisoners according to form A. (see App.), with such 
additions as may from time to time by directed by the visiting jus- 
tices, and shall enter such return in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose. He shall lay before the justices at quarter-sessions the whole 
of such returns for each quarter, and shaU produce such book to the 
visiting justices at their meetings. 

107. [Responsible for the safe custody of journals and other docu-

108. [Hours of locking and unlocking the prison."] The prison shall 
be locked for the night and the keys of the outer gate delivered to the 
governor at ten o'clock each night ; and a report shaU be then made 
to him whether the officers resident in the prisc^n are all present* 
The keys shall be kept by the governor until the hour of unlocking in 
the morning ; and no ingress or egress shall be allowed between the 
hour of locking at night and unlocking in the morning, except in 
special cases, to be entered in the governor's journal. 

109. [Inspect letters.] He, or in his absence his deputy, shall in- 
spect every letter or parcel to or from a prisoner (except such as are 
addressed to a visiting justice, or other proper authority) ; and in 
every instance where he shall deem it expedient to withhold a letter 
or parcel either to or from a prisoner, he shall lay every such letter or 
parcel before a visiting justice for his decision. 

110. [Demand the names of visitors.] He shall be empowered to 
demand the name and address of any visitor, and, when he has any 
ground for suspicion, search or cause to be searched male visitors*

Orders to the governor relating 
to the discipline of the prison shaU be in writing : and all such orders 
from him shall be in writing, and entered in a book, called " The 
Governor's Order Book." 



MATRON. 

116. [General duties of matron. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s, 10, rule 2.] 
The matron is to reside in the prison and be under the directions of 
the governor. She is to have the care and superintendence of the 
whole female department and enforce upon the female prisoners the 
observance of the prison rules. With respect to her general conduct 
she will conform to the rules laid down for that qf the goyemor as 
far as they can be4|>plied to the treatinent wuirtAe <it female pri- 
soners. 

117. [Matron to attend male officers and visitors in their visits to the 
female^ prison. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rules 3 and 7.] ^She shall un- 
less unavoidably prevented attend the governor whenever he visits the 
females* prison, and when so prevented she shall be responsible that 
some female officer attends him; or, if there is no other female 
officer, some female (not being a prisoner) to be employed for such 
purpose, and the employing of her is to be stated in the governor's 
journal and reported to the visiting justice ; and she shall especially 
take care that no male officer or visitor enters the females' prison 
unless accompanied by herself, or by some other female officer ; or, 
if there is no other female officer, some female not being a prisoner) 
to be employed for such purpose, and the employing of her is to 
be stated in the governor's journal, and reported to the visiting 
justices.' T

118. [Matron daily to inspect females* prison, 8fc.] She shall be 
present at the distribution of meals to the female prisoners, and daily 
visit every part of the prison appropriated to females, inspect the 
bedding, clothing, and food of the female prisoners, and see every 
female prisoner at least once in every twenty-four hours. In the 

event of her omitting any of these d\it\es s\ve \^ %i \tv^«\ \>cv^ otois- 
sj'on, and the cause, in her journal. 
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119. [Matron's journal.'] She shall keep a journal for recording 
occurrences of importance within her department, reports made by 
her to the governor, and punishments of female prisoners ; and lay 
the journal before the visiting justices at their ordinary meetings. 

120. [Matron's daily report."] She shall make a daily written report 
to the governor, at some stated time fixed by him, of the general 
condition and conduct of her department; of the names of female 
officers and prisoners absent from chapel, and the cause thereof ; of 
the names of female prisoners in the infirmary, or under medical 
treatment in their own cells or wards, or wanting to see the surgeon ; 
and the names of such as are under punishment. 

121. [Matron to attend divine service.] She shall attend divine ser- 
vice with the prisoners, unless prevented by some duty ; inserting the 
omission and cause thereof in her daily report to the governor, and 
in her journal. 

122. [Matron's absence.] She shall not absent herself from the 
prison without entering such absence in her journal ; during her 
absence she is to 'give charge of the female department to such other 
female officer, or, if there is no other female officer, to such other 
female (not being a prisoner,) as the governor shall approve ; and the 
name of the substitute is to be inserted in the matron's journal, and 
reported to the visiting justices. She shall not be absent from the 
prison for a night without the written permission of a visiting 
justice. _ - 

123. [Matron to search female prisoners.] She or a female officer in 
her presence shall search every female prisoner on admission ; and 
the same course shall be pursued by her with reference to female 
prisoners as that prescribed for the governor, with reference to male 
prisoners, in rule 78. All money or effects brought into the prison, 
on admission, by any female prisoner, or from l^me to time sent in 
for her use and benefit, shall be transferred to the governor, and 
dealt with as directed by rule 79. 

124. [Matron to search female visitors to prisoners.] Whenever she 
thinks it necessary, or when directed by the governor, she shall 
search any female visitor to prisoners ; the search to be in the pre- 
sence of females only. 

125. [Matron to read rules to prisoners on admission.] She shall 
read or cause to be read, to every female prisoner, on admission, such 
of the rules as relate to the conduct or treatment of prisoners ; and 
once in every three months repeat the same.

127. [Matron to have charge of prison linen, 8fc.] She shall have 
charge t^ the prison clothing, bedding, and linen ; and, if required, 
assist in the purchase of any articles required for her department, and 
shall report from time to time to the governor any deficiencies in tiie 
stock requitite for carrying on the prison work. 



SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 

MALE AND FEMALE. 

128. [Appointment, — 4 Geo, 4, c. 64, s, 25, 26.] The subordinate 
officers are to be recommended by the visiting justices, and tippointed 
by the court of quarter-sessions. 

129. [Strictly to conform to rules, and to obey the governor,'] They 
shall strictly conform to the rules laid down for th^ conduct, obey 
the lawful orders of the governor in every respect, and assist faini in 
maintaining order and discipline in the prison. 



130. [Instruction book.] The general and special duties of 
subordinate officer shall be printed in a book, to be kept by the 
officer. 

131. [Report book.] Each subordinate officer shall also be provided 
with a book for entries relating to the conduct of the prisonen^ 
which he is to show to the governor daily. 

132. [Nctmes of sick prisoners to be reported.'} They shall report to 
the governor the names of prisoners who desire to see the surgeon or 
appear out of health ; or who desire to see the governor, the chaplain, 
or the visiting justices. 

133. [Not to compel prisoners who complain of illness to labour.J 
They shaU not compel any prisoner to labour who complaina of iBness 
or failing strength, until the surgeon has seen him and given direc- 
tions : they are to report all such cases to the governor. 

134. [Absence.] They shall not be absent from the prison w i th oo t 
leave in writing from the governor. On going out with permission^ 
or on duty, they shall leave their keys, instruction book, and report 
book, in the governor's office.

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136. [To count priioners at locking and unlocking timetJ] They 
shall count the prisoners at locking and unlocking time, and shall 
regularly report to the governor the numbers present at eadi time. 

137. [Daily examine cells, locks, Sec."] They shall daOy examine the 
state of the cells, bedding, locks, bolts, &c., as soon as the cells are 
empty in the morning ; and shall seize all prohibited articles, and 
deliver them to the governor forthwith. 

138. [May place turbulent prisoners in confinement.'] When in 
charge of prisoners they may, if necessary, place in close confinement 
any prisoner who is riotous, or disobeys their authority ; applying 
without delay to the governor for directions. 

139. [Pines for omission or neglect of duty."] Fines are to be levied 
by the governor upon subordinate officers for negligence in the per- 
formance of duty, according to a scale to be regulated by the visiting 
justices. The fines so levied to be applied as directed by rule 21. 



LODGE OR GATE PORTER. 

140. [Appointment. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 25, 26.] He is to be recom- 
mended by the visiting justices, and appointed by the court of quarter 
sessions. 

141. [To allow sub-officers to pass'out under general orders."] He shall 
allow the subordinate officers or servants of the prison to pass in and 
out at such times as may be appointed by the governor. 

142. [Take charge of all letters, 8fc.] He shall take charge of all 
letters, parcels, or articles sent in for any prisoner under charge or 
conviction of any crime, and deliver them to the governor. 

143. [Lock gates at ten o* clock at night,] He shall lock the gates at 
ten o'clock at night, and deliver the keys to the governor, and receive 
them again at the hour of unlocking in the morning. 

144 . [Examine all orders for the admission of visitors,] He shall care- 
fully examine the orders for the admission of prisoners' friends. If 
he has ground to suspect or believe that the person presenting such 
orders has obtained them under false pretences, he shall not admit 
him to the prison until he has obtained directions from the governor 
to whom he shall immediately apply. 

145. [To prevent the embezzlement of the prison property.] He shall 
endeavour by every means in his power to prevent the embezzlement 
of any of the prison property, or l\ve «Am\mwi <A \tk^\^'^^^ <jkx^^^- 
bitcd articles; for which purpose \ie m^v e^'wxAxv^^J^^^s^^^'^'^'^^^^ 

in or out of the prison. 
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146. ITo stop stispected persons.'] He may stop any person suspected 
of bringing in spirits or other articles for the prisoners, or of carrying 
out any property belonging to the prison, giving immediate notice 
thereof to the governor, who may if he thinks proper direct the sus- 
pected person to be searched. 



WATCHMAN OR NIGHT-PATROL. 

147. [Appointment,—-4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s,25, 26] The watchman or 
night-patrol is to be recommended by the visiting justices, and ap- 
pointed by the court of quarter-sessions. 

148. iPatrol the prison at night.'] He shall patrol the prison, both 
within and without, as directed by the visiting justices, from the hour 
of until the ringing of the first bell in the morning; 
marking on the regulator^r watch-clock each turn, at such irregular 
times as the governor shall day by day appoint. 

149. ^Report to the governor the occurrences of the night.] He shall 
report to the governor before leaving duty each morning the occur- 
rences of the night ; and, if necessary, shall report to him any oc- 
currence during the night. 



CHAPLAIN. 

150. [A chaplain for every prison. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 28. — 2 and 
3 yic. c. 56, s. 15, 16.] There is to be a chaplain for every prison; 
and in ev]ery prison in which the average number of prisoners con- 
fined at any one time during the three years next before his appoint- 
ment:, shall not have been less than two hundred and fifty, the justices, 
or other persons having the appointment of the chaplain, may if 
they shall see fit appoint an assistant chaplain, or assistant chaplains. 

151. [Chaplain to be Hcensed.—A Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 29. — 2 and ^ Vic. 
c. 56, s. 15.] The c!iaplain and assistant chaplains are to be clergy- 
men of the church of England. They are not to officiate until they 
shall have obtained a licence for that purpose from the bishop df the 
diocese, nor for any longer time than while such licence shall continue 
in force; and ^ notice of every such appointment within one month 
after it is to be transmitted to the bishop by the clerk of the peace. 

152. [Chaplain to hold no other benefice. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 16.] 
In prisons in which the average number of prisoners confined at one 
time during^ the three'years next before his appointment shall not 
hafe beeU less than one hundred, the. -chaplain, or assistant chaplain, 

' " Is iiot to hold any benefice with cure of so\\\s, ox wiy cmiwl^.tiot \NAve 
snjr professional duties unconnected with the ■^nsoiv,>Nh\\s\.>^ci\^Tk^ 
tAe office of chaplain, or assistant chaplain. 
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153. iDivine service. —A Geo, 4, c. 64, s, 30.] The chaplain, on every 
Sunday, Christraa3-day, and Good-Friday, and on public fast and 
thanksgiving days, is to perform the appointed morning and evening 
services of the church of England, and preach a sermon. The hours 
of divine service are to be fixed by the visiting justices, between the 
hours of nine and five of the day. 

154. [Daily prayers. — 1 Geo. 4, c. 64, 5.10, i-ule y.] He is daily to 
read prayers, to be selected by him from the liturgy of the church of 
England, together with a portion of scripture, in the chapel. In case 
of his absence (to be entered in his journal,) the daily prayers are to 
be read by the governor, schoolmaster, or by some other officer ap- 
proved by the visiting justice. 

155. \_Administer the sacramenl.—4 Geo, 4, c. 64, *. 30.] He is to 
administer the sacrament of the Lord's supper at least four times in 
the year, to such prisoners as shall be desirous to receive the same, 
and as he may deem in a proper frame of mind : and enter in his 
journal the names of such prisoners as attend. 

156. [Read portions of scripture, — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 9.— 
2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, rule 4.] Portions of scripture shall be read to 
the prisoners when assembled for instruction by the chaplains, or by 
such other person, not a prisoner, as he may appoint. 

157. [Time to be devoted to his duties.] He is to devote to his duties 
in the prison such a portion of time daily as shall be directed by the 
visiting justices, and daily note in his journal the hour of his entrance 
and departure. 

158. [See prisoners on admission and discharge.] He is to see and 
admonish every prisoner on admission and discharge. 

159. [Seeprisoners apart from others.] He is at least once a month 
to see every prisoner apart from all other prisoners. 

160. [Visit the sick daily. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 30.] He will visit the 
infirmaries and sick daily, frequently visit every room and cell occu- 
pied by prisoners, and attend at all reasonable times any prisoner who 
may require his spiritual advice and assistance. He will pay especial 
attention to juvenile ofl'enders, to prisoners in solitary and separate 
confinement, or under punishment in rcfractoiy, dark, or their own 
cells ; each of whom he is to visit daily. 

161 . [Attend prisoners ordered for execution. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 30.J 
He will see daily and more particularly afford his spiritual assistance 
to all prisoners under order for execution. 

1 62. [Direct the distribution of books,— 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, rule 8.]

IMsoners sentenced to hard labour may have one hou 
instruction separately, or in class, during the hoars of labour, ei 
prisoner twice in the week, according as the chaplain finds it pnc 
cable ; and whenever the chaplain shall assemble a class of prison) 
for instruction he should be attended by a subordinate officer ; and 
every such occasion all communications whatever between the p 
soners should be prevented. He will frequently attend the echo 
and examine the prisoners as to their progress. 

164. [Pay particular attention to certain prisoners.] He will p 
particular attention to the state of mind of every prisoner ; and if 
shall think that the mind of any prisoner is likely to be injuriou 
affected by the discipline or treatment, he should report the same 
writing to the governor, the surgeon, and one or more of the visiti 
justices ; entering such report in his journal. 

1 65. [Hisjoumal.'^^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s.30.] He will keep a journal 1 
entering the times of his attendance in the performance of his du 
with any observations that may occur to him in the execution there 
together with all occurrences of importance. 

166. [His character-book.'] He will also keep a character-book 
which are to be entered the names of all prisoners, and against ea 
name such observations as he can obtain either by examination of t 
prisoners, or otherwise, touching the following particulars :—A{ 
occupation, and condition of the prisoner; when, anA whence i 
ceived, and with what character ; whether previously convicted, ai 
how often. In the case of prisoners before trial, he should refra 
from any inquiries which may tend to draw from them admissi< 
of guilt, or have reference to the charge for which they are 
custody. 

167. [Make entries of his visits to the prison. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, *. 34 
He will regularly enter in a book, to be kept by the governor for thi 
purpose, the date of every visit made by him to the prison ; and eve] 
such entry is to be signed by him. 

168. [Communicate abuses to visiting justices. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, 5.30 
He should communicate to the visiting justices, from time to tfm 
any abuse or impropriety which may have come to his knowlege. 

169. [To have a room for his use.] He is to have a room' in tl 
prison for his own use.

Michaelmas quarter-sessions deliver to the iusXXc.^^ ^ ^wnXXsa ^\j

prisoners, with his observations thereon. 

I 171. IJnspect prinmenf letters^ He, as well as the governor, will 
I inspect every letter to and ftom a prisoner, except such as are ad- 
I dressed to a visiting justice, or other authority ; and in every instance 
, where he shall deem it expedient to withhold a letter either to or 
gfirom a prisoner, he will deliver the same to the governor^ to be by 
ghim laid before a visiting justice for his dedsion.

In the event of his being suddenly prevented 
V«om performing his duty by illness or otherwise he will notice the 
dune in his journal with the circumstances of the case; and may on 
ci^ch occasions provide some other clergyman to officiate for him in 
l^e chapel.

visiting justices. 

178. [Appointment.-^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 25, 26.] In large prisonsti 
number of schoolmasters and schoolmistrenes should be in the n< 
of at least one to one hundred prisoners. They are not to be p 
soners. Male prisoners shall be instructed by a schoolmaster a 
female prisoners by a schoolmistress. The masters and mistresses i 
to be recommended by the visiting justices, and appointed brti 
court of quarter-sessions. Their attendance is to be regulated I 
the visiting justices ; but the disposal of their time is to be under tt 
direction of the chaplain. For the better inistruction of the prisonai 
the schoolmasters and schoolmistresses may under the direction of tl 
chaplain be permitted to visit prisoners in their cells. 

179. [To distribute books and stationery,'] They shall dlstributel 
the different prisoners books or stationery, as directed by the chanlai 
The accounts of the receipt and distribution of these articles are tol 
examined and signed by the chaplain, and by him given to the gi 
vemor, to be laid before the visiting justices. 

180. [Act as clerk in ehapelJ] The schoolmaster shall act as deiki 
chapel, attend on the chaplain in his room before and after difii 
service, and see that the chapel and books are kept in a proper state. 

181 . [Assist the chaplain.'] He shall assist the chaplain (if reqoin 
so to do) in making entries in the prisoners' character-book. 

182. [Instruct as ordered by the chaplain.] The scoohnaster ii 
schoolmistress shall instruct the prisoners both in the schools audi 
their cells, under the direction of the chaplain. 

183. [Report to the chaplain prisoners* conduct and progress,] TVe 
shall, from time to time, make reports in writing to the chaplain i 
to the conduct and progress of the prisoners ; such reports to k 
filed, and a minute of them made in the chaplain's journal. 

184. [Prevent communication between prisoners,] They shall tA 
strict care that there is no communication between prisoners duiii 
instruction.

Separate rooms or cells 
shall be provided under his direction as infirmaries or sick wards for the 
two sexes, and as far as practicable for the different descriptions of pri- 
soners : warm or cold baths or bathing tubs shall be introduced into 
such parts of the prison as may be best adapted for the use of the 
several classes, and proper yards allotted to the different classes for 
air and exercise. 

189. [Sick die*.— 4 Geo, 4, c, 64, *. 10, rvie 13.] Prisoners under 
his care shall be allowed such diet as he may direct. 

190. [Spirituous liquors and tobacco. '■^2 8f 3 Vic, c. 56, s, 6, rule 
5. — 3 8f 4 Vic. c, 25, s. 1.] Every order given by him for the admis- 
sion of spirituous liquors or tobacco into the prison shall be in writ- 
ing, and entered by him in his journal ; and no tobacco in any shape 
(except for debtors and misdemeanants of the first division) shall be 
admitted for the use of any prisoner, except in such quantities, in 
such manner, and at such times, as shall be ordered by the surgeon. 
He shall enter in a journal, to be kept in the prison, an account of 
the state of every sick prisoner, the name of the disease, and a de- 
scription of the medicines, diet, or treatment, ordered by him.

lity or state of the building, or the diet, employment, or other circum- 
stances ; also the number of deaths, any case of insanity, the number 
of infirmary cases, of prisoners placed upon extra diet, and the propor- 
tion of sick to the whole number of prisoners admitted during the year.

Officers on duty are 
required to attend to complaints of prisoners and report the same to 
the governor who will inquire into such complaints and report them 
to a visiting justice, the chaplain, or surgeon, as the case may require. 

234. [Prisoners complaining of Ulness not to labour, 8fc.] If a pri- 
soner complain of illness, the case shall be reported without delay to 
the surgeon ; and no prisoner so complaining is to be compelled to 
labour until after the surgeon has seen him and given directions. 

335. [Hard labour.'-^ Geo. 4, c. 85, s. 16.] No prisoner not sen« 
tenced to hard labour shall be employed on the tread-wheel, either 
with or without his consent.

moral and useful instruction, under the direction of the chaplain ; aiu 
prisoners of persuasions differing from the established church, imde 
the direction of the visiting justices. Each prisoner who can r^ul sha] 
be furnished with a bible and common prayer book during divine ser 
vice ; and a bible and common prayer book shall be plained in ead 
day-room, in each separate cell, and (during the summer months) ii 
each sleeping cell.

Provided no bill shall have been found against such prisoner, 
or that upon his trial he shall have been acquitted, he shall on his dis- 
charge receive out of his earnings such an allowance as the visiting 
justices may deem fit and reasonable. But nothing in this rule shall 
prevent the governor from requiring prisoners of this class to make 
their own beds, and clean the cells, wards, yards, and passages of the 
division of the prison to which they belong. 

248. [May maintain themselves. — 4 Geo. 4, c. 64, 5. 10, rule 14,]

No 
prisoner shall be placed in this division except b; order of the judge 
or court before whom he is tried. 
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260. [Not to be placed in the common reception cell.— 4: Geo.i, 
c. 64, s. 10, rule 17.] He shall not be placed in the common receptioa 
cell, neither shall he be required to bathe or to have his hair cut. 

261. [To retain money and effects. — 2 and 3 Vic. c. 56, s. 6, rule 7.] 
He shall be searched on admission by the governor who shall take 
from him any dangerous weapon or articles calculated to facilitate 
escape. The governor shall restore to such prisoner any money and 
effects brought into the prison with him ; and shall permit him to 
receive subsequently any money and effects (subject to examination), 
provided that such effects are not of an inconvenient, improper, or 
dangerous kind.

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277. [Employed at work not severe. — 4 Oeo. 4, c. 64,5. 38. — 2 and 3 
Vic. c, 56, 8. 8.] He shall be employed on some work or labour not 
severe ; but be shall not be placed on the tread-wheel either with or 
without his consent. He shall not be allowed any portion of his 
earnings, neither shall he Veceive any extra allowance in consequence 
of any work performed by him. 

278. [No food, 8fc., other than the prison allotvance.-^A Oeo, 4, c. 64, 
s. 10, rule 15.] He shall not receive any food, clothing, bedding, or 
necessaries, other than the prison allowance, except under special 
circumstances, to be judged of by one or more of the visiting justices. 

279. [Visitors and letters.—^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 16.] The 
genen^ xvle respecting visitors and letters for these prisoners shall be 
as follow^ : — If confined for any term not exceeding three months, 
they shall not be permitted to see any relations or friends, or to write 
or receive more than one letter during that term. If confined for a 
term exceeding three months, they shall be permitted to see relations 
or friends once at the termination of every three months, and to write 
and receive one letter during every three months. 

280. [Silence.] He shall not by signs, words, or otherwise, hold 
communication with any other prisoner.

281. [Witnesses in behalf of the Croum.'] Persons intended to be 
examined as witness in behalf of the crown shall be kept separate. 

282. [Prisoners condemned to death. — 6 and 7 Will. 4, c. 30.] £very 
prisoner condemned to death shall be confined in some safe i^Bce 
within the prison, apart from all other prisoners, and shall be allowed 
such a dietary as the visiting justices may direct, and air and exercise 
in some adjacent yard for a reasonable time every day. He may be 
visited by his relations, friends, and legal advisers, at his own request; 
at seasonable hours, by an order in writing from any visiting justice. 
No other person shall have access to such prisoner except the govenior 
or other officer of the prison, the chaplain, and surgeon, or if siidlit 
convict shall be of a religious persuasion differinf £om that of the 
established church, a minister of that persuasion attending at his 
request. If any person shall make it appear to a visiting justice tbat 
he has Important busmess to transact with such convict, or that it Is 
desirable to obtain information from him respecting some other fekntji 
a visiting justice may grant permission in writing to such persons to 
have a conference with the convict in the presence of the governor. 

283. [Prisoners against whom death is recorded. — 5 Geo. 4, c. Bi,

ordered for transportation, may be kept to hard labour if his hetlUs 
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PRISONERS IN SEPARATE CONFINEMENT.*

He shall have the 
means of daily taking as much air and exercise as may be deemed 
necessary by the surgeon. 

290. [Moral and religious instruction.-^2 and 3 Vic, c. 56, s, 4.] 
He shall be furnished with the means of moral and religious instruc- 
tion, and with suitable books.

292. Employment.^^2 and 3 Vie. e. 56, «. 4.] He shaU be supplied 
with work or employment. 

293. IVitUt of (iffUert.} He shaU be daily visited in his ceU by tiie 
governor, chaplain, and surgeon, and by the schoolmaster twice a 
week at least, and at such other times as may be prescribed by the 
visiting justices ; and each prisoner shall also be daily visited by a 
subordinate officer for the purpose of serving each meal, and also at 
such other times daily as may be necessary for the purpose of supe^ 
intending the employment which is provided. 

294. [Visits by the visiting justices.'] He shall be visited in his cell 
by one or more of the visiting justices, once a month at least, and 
oftener if necessary. 

295. [Means of communicating with a visiting Justice.'] If he 
is at any time desirous of communicating with a visiting justice, 
he shall be furnished with the means of doing so, and the governor 
is required to make known such request to a visiting justice with- 
out delay. 

29S. [Clean his cell.] He shall sweep his ceU and make his bed 
every morning. 

291. Offences and punishmeni8.^-4 Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 41, 42.] Any 
prisoner who is guilty of disobedience to the prison rules, or other 
misbehaviour, may be deprived by the governor of his work, employ- 
ment, or books, or be confined in a punishment cell and fed on bread 
and water only for any term not exceeding three days ; or if guilty of 
repeated or greater offences may be so punished by order in writing 
of a visiting justice for any term not exceeding one month ; or, in the 
case of prisoners convicted of felony or sentenced to hard labour, by 
personal correction. 

298. [Subject to the general rules.] All the general rules relating to 
prisoners shidl be applicable to prisoners coidBined in separate cdlB, 
except such as maybe inconsistent with separate confinement. 



PRISON CLOTHING. 

299. [Prison clothing.-^A Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 17.] The prison 
clothing shall be worn by all convicted prisoners (except misdemean- 
satB of the Snt division), and by pTlsonecsbefoietnsX'viVio^^ ^<c]^k&[^ 
iSr insu/Bdent, improper, or necessary to be \sad \rp ioi aoiafe v^^^s^ 
pujpose. 
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The prison dress when necessary for prisoners before trial shall be 
of ooazse wooDen doth of colour. 

The dress for convicted prisoners not sentenced to hard labour and 
'^ot being Mons, and that for misdemeanants of the second division, 
*luill be of coarse -woollen doth of colour. 

The dress for prisoners convicted of felony, and that for prisoners 
*CQteDced to hard labour, shall be of coarse woollen doth of 
tQloar.

300. [Dietaries.^-^ Oeo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 13.] It is advised that 
three scales of diet should be in use in every prison, to be regulated 
by the quarter-sessions, (to be sanctioned as other regulations by the 
secretary of state) . 

Dietary No. 1 to be the highest, and to be given to prisoners con« 
demned or sentenced to transportation, or sentenced or committed to 
hard labour for any period exceeding three months, or sentenced or 
committed to imprisonment without hard labour for any period ez« 
ceeding six months t to females nursing their children ; and to wit- 
nesses intended to be examined in behalf of the crown. 

Dietary No. 2 to be on a lower scale, and to be given to debtors 
who receive the county allowance ; to prisoners for trial or examina- 
tion ; to deserters awaiting a route ; to prisoners committed for want 
of sureties, or for contempt of court ; to prisoners sentenced or com- 
mitted to hard labour for any period exceeding one month, and not 
exceeding three months ; and to prisoners sentenced or committed to 
imprisonment without hard labour for any period exceeding three 
months and not exceeding six months. 

Dietary No. 3 to be the lowest, and to be given to all prisoners 
sentenced or committed to hard labour for any period not exceeding 
one month ; to prisoners sentenced or committed to imprisonment 
without hard labour for any period tvot exc&ed^%>(^x&^^&sscfi^B)a^\ ^3^ 
to all other prisoners who may be cntVWedYy^'VKw Xq \^wsc^ Vasa^^ssas 
the county. 
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. 301. [PotDer to alter the dietaries.—^ Geo, 4, c, 64, 9. 10, ruLe 15.] 
The visiting justices may make by a written order, firom time to time, 
such alterations in the several dietaries with re^rence to individual 
cases as may appear to them expedient. Tlie visiting justioes, in such 
individual cases, are to order such dietary as they shall judge moat 
proper, regard being had to the duration oi the sentence, the nature 
of tiie imprisonment, the labour or employment of the prisoner, and 
his state of health. If any justice shall order any prisoner to be 
punished by close confinement for any period not exceeding one 
month (as provided for by rules 38 and 245), such justice may alio 
order^such prisoner to be kept on bread and water only, during 
that time. 

302. [Punishment diet^ Prisoners under punishment for oflGsnces 
within the prison shall have each an allowance of 1 lb. of bread daily 
during such punishment, unless additional diet be ordoned by the 
surgeon as necessary for health.

304. [Order and discipline, 8fc.'] Debtors are not to be subject 
to any further degree of rigour or restraint during their confine- 
ment than shall be found necessary for the good govemmenl^ disci- 
pline, and' cleanly state of the prison. 

305. [Unlocking, SfcJ] Their several bed-rooms shall be opened at 
the same time as those of other prisoners. 

306. [Cleansing apartments.'] They shall be compelled either in 
person or by substitute to make their beds, sweep out and clean their 
rooms every mommg« and wash them dean at least once in every 
week. 

307. [Food, purchase of, 8fc. — 4 Geo. 4, c, 64, s. 10, rule 14, 
21.] When not receiving any allowance from the county, they 
may receive from their friends or purchase any food or clothing ; 
hot no debtor shall receive or purchase more than one pint of 
vine, or one quart of beer, in any one day or twenty-fours ; such 
artides shall only be received between the hours of dght in the 
forenoon and four in the afternoon, and shall subject to the in- 
spection of the govsmor or subordinate oflicers, and to such re- 
strictions as the visiting justices may deem proper, in order to 
prevent extravagance and waste. No part of such food, wine, malt

808. Spirituous liquors, 8^c, — 4 Oeo. 4, c. 64, s. 10, rule 21--

318. Cleanliness of personJ] They shall be required to keep them- 
selves clean and decent in their persons, and to conform to such 
regulations for that purpose as shall be made by the governor of 
the prison. 

319. IHours of visiting.'] Their friends shall be allowed to visit 
ihem in the debtors' visiting room between the hours of nine in 
the morning and four in the afternoon in the winter, and between 
the hours of nine in the morning and six in the afternoon in the 
summer, except on Sundays ; but no visitor shall be admitted 
into the debtors' ward, except by an order in writing from a visiting 
justice. No visitor excepting a wife, parent, child, brother, or sister 
is to be permitted to remain more than one hour in the prison at a 
time, nor admitted oftener than twice on the same day ; and no stranger 
or visitor of any description is to be allowed to remain in the prison 
beyond the hours before specified, unlesss in case of sickness (with the 
sanction of the surgeon in writing), or by order of a visiting justice. 

320. [^Disobedience to orders, ^c— ^ Geo. 4, c. 64, s. 41.] Dis- 
obedience to the orders of the governor of the prison, and infrac- 
tion of the rules and regulations, shall be visited with such privation 
and punishment as the law directs.
